20. --.'V now and stHrtliiiy 
feature has been iiitrnducod into tho 
TtJHt-jj-l'anioU casu mid all London was 
profoundly moved this niorniug at the 
annouucemeat that Bichtud Figott, tho 
witness whose dubious testimony before 
the PariioU Coinniibaioii at last workod 
HO much injtuy tn tho Tiitn'.i cause, has 
boon niissiiig .since ^ o'chick Monday 
n\)i\\t and tliat a warrant ha.i liucii i.Hbued 
for his arreat. All sorts of storius, accord- 
ing to political bias or porhnps wishes of 
tho toUor.s, aiu current concoriiing 
Pigott's disappearance. jMaiiy boliove ho 
has boon ihivoii by reiiioi.sn and duupoiid- 
eiicy to coniiiiit suicide on account of tho 
unfortuiiato oiitcoiiie of hi.s tcstinioiiy ; 
others assert with great po.iitiveiicss that 
liu has uscapud from tlio ciniiitry with tho 
coniiivanco of tho Tinus. 'riio.sc wiio 
hold this view also assort that tho 7'/ifir.s 
is now anxious to withdraw the whole 
case from further" iuvestii^atioii iiiid 
that the diMappearaucu of I'igott is 
tlie lir.lL .ste]) taken by tho managers 
of tliu journnl towards tliat end. When 
the spueial coniiuiasioti resumed this 
liuirnilig till! couit room was packed 
and had liocti so fiom the hour tho 
doors opened, so weru the paasagewav-s 
leading to it and the street before tho 
courts. Tho police had greab difficulty in 
koe|)ing the roadways clear for tratlio and 
tho sidewalks opcii for pede.striaiiH, ho 
great was the crowd which began lo ae- 
cuiiiuliito eaily in tho moriuug. 'I'lio 
anxiety to sue and hear of I'igott was in- 
tense, not only in tlio jilace where tho 
commission met, but throughout the city. 
All the evening papers are prepared to 
issue second editions, and as extraordi- 
naiiry scenes were expected everybody 
folt that the fiimre of the Tiiiia' [iro.secti 
tioii would be decided to-day in court. 
;\li were silent when tlio judges entered 
and with more tliuti usual solemnity took 
their scats. The beginning of tho pro- 
ceedings was awaited with fearful interest. 
It was noticed that Pigott was not pres- 
ent, and while all eyes were turned t<j 
tho door by which ho was e.xjiected to en- 
ter. Sir Charles liusauU rose. Tho atten- 
tion of the entire court w as itninediateiy 
turned to him. 

pigott's confession. 

Sir Chas. Russell said he had a state- 
inetit to make. Ho then caused a sensa- 
tion by saying tli.-it on Saturday Pigott 
went to Labouclierc's ollice and in the 
presence of tieorge Auuustu.s Sala, signed 
a CdiifeHsicjii that the Puniell lellera wore 
forgeries. Sir Olmrles, after making this 
staleiiieiit, applied to Presiding Justice 
Hhiuioii for a w;4riatit for Pifjott's arrest. 
Sir JaiiieB Haiiiien said the warrant would 
be ready in an hour. The 'rimes counsel 
then reipiestod to know if they wcnild ])ro- 
ceed with their case. Attoriiey-( lenoral 
Webster eipliiiiied they had no utlier wit- 
ness, and that it would bo uecesaory for 
thorn to consider what course they would 
take, and also whether they wouldresunio 
any part of the case. 

Figott was called to the stand and the 
court waited for him to take his plac 
The witness, however, did not a[ipearaiid 
tho counsel was asked where he was. Tin 
latter reiilied that Pigott had left the ho 
tel last night at 11 o'clock, and that he 
(counsel) wan ignorant of his iireseiit 
whereabouts. This statement caused 
great sensation, and the prevailing opin- 
ion was that Pigott had made his escape. 
Justice Hatiiioii then .said the court wmild 
at.\nd adjiairned for half an hour to allow 
the witness to appear. if I'igott did 
not c(nne at the expiration of that time 
his papers at the hotel would probably bo 
seized. 

Sir Charles Russell stated to the court 
that ho possessed letters and documents 
which fixed Pigott as the foryer of tlio 
lettorfl. He also aaid I'igott had confessed 
to Solicitor Lewis that iie was a forger. 
Laboucliere and Mr. Partiell, both of 
whom were present, would corroborate 
his statement regarding l^igott's confes- 
sion. Pigott, uninvited, called at La- 
bouchero's office on Saturday and said 
that lie desired to confess, liaboiicliore 
•.V(juld not listen t(j him uiiUas a witness 
were present, whereiip(jn a witness was 
called, including Sala, and Pigott made a 
confession as stated. The confession of 
tho forger was then produced. In it 
Pigott admits ho forged all the letters 
ascribed to Egan, Parnell, Davitt and 
O'Kelly, and also admits he perjured him- 
self before the commission. 



TOOK NO i,fi:o,V(ii'. wiin iiim. 

Mr. Ihjitston then t(j(.k the stand and 
testiliod th.at l'it.;iitt took no luggage witli 
him. The lettcr.s of tlie fugitive witness 
were produced, but, were found to be un- 
important. Mr. Aiiderton, jmiprietor of 
tho hiitel at which Pigott was stopping, 
brought, the letters to court. He said 
I'igott was seen at noon yesterday. Solic' 
itorSoanies lestitied tliat Pigott wrote to 
him on Saturday asking for money, fie 
sent liiiii none, liowevor. 

Sir Charles lUlssoU doniatided that tlie 
constables and detectives who wore do- 
tailed to watch Pigott be summoned and 
examined. 

Sir Ilichard Webster then a.skod that 
thecoininissioii adjourn until to-morrow to 
enable his clients to consider their posi- 
tion and decide upon what part of the 
ease they would abandon, and also to 
ascertain whether or not Pigott was ac- 
cessible. He aaid be would aiiiKPtinco tlie 
eoUf.se tho y'l'nie.s intended to piiivsiie to- 
lUolTow. Mr. Soaines piodui:(;d letters 
from I'igott to himself. In mie, dated 
November, 1H88, Pigott complained that 
Houston, after tolling him that the TimcH 
W(mld pay him £5,000, refuHod to make 
such a proiiiiHe. rignti, claimed it waa 
agreed liia name .sli<nilil he concealed, and 
if ho should be called as a witness lie 
would refuse l.o testify. He inclosed 
letters fnuu Mr. McDonald, in which the 
latter guaranteed Mr. Pigott's name should 
not be given in any law court. Pigott 
wrote that if compelled to appear in court 
ho would consider it unfair tieatiiiBiit. 
He aaid he was convinced that Iho cross- 
oxaininatioti would disi:rcdit his testi- 
mony, lleon'ered to in idee an allidavit 
and wanted to hvive the country. 

Shannon, on being croaa-exiiinined, said 
that in his conversation with Pigott un 
Sunday tho latter told him, referring to 
the Hocoiid bateli of letters, that ho forged 
the body of the PariioU letters, and that 
Casey had forged the signutures. There 
waa no lilgan letter that he had over given 
tho Tiwfx that waa forged by Houston, 
lie (Pigott) had been in dilliculties, and 
often 1(1 great distress during the last 
twnty year«. "I have," li« iiaid," "been 



guilty of many acta that must disgrace 
mo. " 

Sir .lames liaiuien .said: "We socni to 
have reached fhis fact: Pigott states that 
ho forged two Parnell letters — one of 
Davitt's, and one of O' Kelly's. " 
Tho coiiimi3ai(m then adjourned. 

DIED Ul'O.V HKARI.VU OF I'IOOTT's FLIOHl'. 

Professor Magtiiro, iMr. Houston's col- 
league, and patron of the jiatriotie union, 
died suddenly in this city to-day. He 
had been sunnnuned as a witness for tho 
Tiiiice before the Pai-nell commission. It 
is reported he died of apoplexy on hearing 
of i^igott'a llight. 

WAKUANT FOll PIOOTT's ARREST. 

Ill tho Bow street jiolice court to-day, 
S(jlieitor Lewis, it the in.staiice of Parnell, 
ajipliod for a warrant for the arrest of 
Pigott. The warrant was issued on 
charges of perjury and forgery. 

Tin; .Sl'OTC'U IIA.SE AMANDONED. 

I'arnoll has abandoned his appeal 
against the Times in the Scotch caao. 
PARNBLI, BEOKIVKS A.V OVATION. 
Since the discovery of Pigott's flight, 
all ain-ts of rumors as to his whereabouts 
have been in ciiculatiiui. Wliat appears 
to he best founded of all these reports is 
ono alleging that the fin'ger has gone to 
Antwerp. It is known that he was poniii- 
leas yesterday morning and where ho ob- 
tained tho money necessary for his journey 
abroad is a mystery that no ono has yot 
boon able to solve. Two ])rivate detect- 
ives, whose employers are not deliiiitely 
known, kept Pigutt under smveil- 
laiice yesterday niuniing and Sunday, 
and these worthiea have also disajipuareil. 
Tho Scotland Yard ollieiala jjrofeas the 
moHl profound ignorance, not only of I'i- 
gott's whereabouts, but of aiiytbiiig else 
concerning him. There is intense inter- 
est to know the meaning of Jubtico Han- 
non's remarks to Sir Charles Russell, 
whuroinlio aaid: "Thero have been more 
documents fiuind than you are aware of," 
and the [luhlic are propiired for further 
surprises. Parnell's progress to the Bow 
Street court to obtain a warrant for l-"!- 
goLt's arrest to day waa a cmitiuuous ov.i- 
tion. Jlo was followed by an ever-in- 
creasing crowd, who choereil liim repeat- 
edly. 

TUK fAl'HR.S IN THE lil.ACK liOX. 

It is believed that Pigidt has lied either 
to Antwerp or Rotterdam under cover of 
disguise. His housekeefjer at Kingsbui 
received a telegram on Monday instruct- 
ing her to "burn all the papers in tho 
black box," and in conformity with these 
instruefcions tho papers were destroyed. 

WHAT THE PA I'ERS SAY. 

The TcWijrnph, coimiienting on tho 
Pariiellite situation, in view of tho con- 
fes.sion and disajiiiearancc of Pigcjtt, says 
that to all iiileiila and purposes the work 
of tho commission may bo regarded as 
ended. The result, it beliovea, must 
seriously affect the political situation* 

The Daily News offers its condolences 
to the great "Pigottiat" party, which has 
lost its leader, and consei|uently has great 
ditlictilty in forging ahead. 

The Sttinilitril in an article based upon 
the declaration that the Tiiaen case has 
been .completely overthrown says: That 
the pomp and circumstances under which 
tho publication of the alleged Parnell let- 
ters and "Parnelliani and Crime" articles 
occurred iimko it im])i)asible to absolve 
those an»wei-al)lo for it of a great breach 
of public duty.

Ottawa, Fob. 26.— Mr. Ogilvie, who 
was sent out by tho Dominion govern- 
ment eighteen inonths ago in charge of a 
survey party who explored the Yukon 
district, and who returned here a month 
ago, has forwarded a preliminary report 
to the minister of the interior. Mr. c5gil- 
vio spent tho greater part of last winter 
making astronomical observations, ascer- 
taining tho position on the 141st degree of 
longitude of the international boundary 
between Alaska and British Columbia. 
His observations have nut yet been com- 
pletely reduced, but an approximate cal- 
culation shows that the boundary is near- 
ly ninety miles below where it is marked 
on United States maps. This, the deputy 
minister says, is of the greatest impor- 
tance, as tho lino passes through the beat' 
gold-bearing districts yet discovered in 
tho country. 

Mr. Sutherland, Government immigra- 
tion agent at Medicine Hat, will be trans- 
ferred to the oflice at Vancouver to be 
opened and the Medicine, Hat office will 
bo closed.

should be continued in operation during 
the ensuing fishing season." His speech 
was a most discursive one, tho opposition 
endeavoring to show that Canada's con- 
duct all through had been aggravating 
with tlie States. 

Sir John made one of his best Speeches. 
He quotjd from Cleveland and Bayard to 
show Canada's conciliatory spirit. He 
sketched the history of tho negotiations 
during the last twenty years between the 
two governments, and entirely repudiated 
the charge that Canada acted other than 
in a friendly manner. 

Edgar, Foster and Mills followed, when 
the debate was adjourned.

joyed by tho citi/X'iis. These one-liorsu 
cor])oralioiis are generally very jioor, and 
they do everything on ilio cheap and 
nasty scale. It therefore takes some 
time before they can be made present- 
able. For our part we believe that the 
residents and property owners on the area 
to be taken in are quite as much to be 
congratulated on the change as the in- 
habitants of tho city. They will have at 
once all the bonelits consequent upon be- 
ing an integral part of tho city, and their 
taxes will not he very greatly inoroaaed. 
If the city progres.sea, ;is it is certain to 
do, tlieir projierty will rise much more 
<iuickly in value, and to ;i iiiglier . ligure 
being within the city'.s bounds, tlian if 
it had remaiiiod outside or formed part vi 
a poverty-stricken municipality, in wiioae 
neighborhood people of means who desire 
to be comfortable and to live in the midst 
of pleasant surroundings would not care to 
build residences. We are decidedly of 
opinion tlitit tho action of the Board of 
Aldermen on .Monday night will tend very 
materially to aid tl\o progress of the city.

Tiie 
iugiilm- fdriiitd orlliodox llienhigical ilis- 
cinifse is lo.siiig its at i rai/l icms for others 
besides the workingmen of Loiulim. Men 
of this I'hifls will hsteu to a political 
harangue, often dull enough, goodness 
knows, and to tho speeches of socialistic 
agitators. This is hooause tho apeid<eis 
talk on Bubjocts that they are thinking 
about, in a manner they like and in lan- 
guage which thoy fully comprehend. I f the 
luariiei-l doctor takes tlu;se Hpeakoiaas his 
niodelH, barring of ci;mso liieir most 
gl.-iring biuiiileis, he V, ill succeed. Much 
of the secret of the sin cess of ]\Ioijily, 
Jones and otiior evangelists is, we tliink 
duo, to tiicir dropping pulpit mannerisiiiH 
ami adopting the., stylo of liir Htmnp 
orator. Tlieao BiiloijoBBfsil evaiigolists inlk 
to tho people, thiey ;do; not preach, "!f 
A man of Dr, Parker's 'ability could bring 
himself to do tliis the "ooinmon penple' 
would come tu hear him gladly without 
requiring the indulgence of pipes and 
toliaoco. 



THE NF.W STATES. 

The adinisHion of four now .States into 
tho Union is a matter of no small import- 
ance to our big neighbor tho fl rent Kepub- 
lic. That republic is becoming greater 
both in the number of States whloh form 
the Federation and in popuktion. North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Montana and 
Washintfton have already become flourish- 
ing communities. Their progress has 
been rapid and it will no doubt bo accel- 
erated after they have becoino Stales of 
the Union. They will proceed at onco to 
do what is necessary to organize thom- 
sclves into Stales. Tho delegiitea to the 
convention in eacii of tho new States 
shall be elected on the Tuesday after the 
first iMonday in May next and shall meet 
on the Konrth of July and declare that 
tlioy adopt tho Constitution of the United 
States. This is of courae a mere matter 
of form, for the inhabitants of all of them 
tiro only too happy to declare their will- 
ingness to live and die under that consti- 
tution. 'I'hese delegjitos after having 
dechn-od their allegiance to the Constitu- 
tion .are authorixeil to form constitutions 
and State govoriiiuenta. Itiippoars that 
the citizens of South Dakota have already 
lu-ovided themselves with a constitution 
wliich is known by the name of the Sioux 
Falls constitution, and it is provided that 
the convention of that State will vote for 
or against that constitution. Tlie consti- 
tutions of tho several states will 
1)0 submitted to the people for 
rati ligation iit an ehietioii tu bo 
be held on tiie lirat T'ueaday in Clctober. 
.•\fter tiiis is done it will be tho duty of 
tlie President to luliuit the four now 
states by [irochnuation. Each of tho new- 
states shall be entitled t» one representa- 
tive in Congress, except South Dakota, 
which shall be entitled to two. Before 
this time next year these states will be 
completely organized and will have their 
representot. 's in Congress, 

Tiio London T'mes says "it is an im- 
[Kissihili' ■.- fur a country like America 
tiui to 1)0 n-ansformed by the plunging 
into it of re.diu after retilm." There is a 
little indeliniteness in this expression 
which sounds so well. By the addition of 
these statea to the Union no "realm" was 
added to it. Every inch of territory that 
thoy contain belonged to the United 
States, and their inhabitants were nearly 
till citizens of the United States. There 
was really nothing "plunged" into the 
republic. The change is merely a change 
iu the coiulitiiiii of some of its inlitibil 
tints. Tlu' inhabitants of the Territories 
who mtiy have been said to have been in a 
state of pupilage ha\ e been .-idmittod t' 
their full rights tis citizens. Tho political 
results of this change may or may not bo 
itiiporttmt. Tho majority of the electors 
tire now i'o]"ublicaii. In a few years, 
lierhaps before tho next prosidentitd elec 
tion, some of them may be Republican 
;ind some Democratic. Majorities change 
in the United States as they do in Great 
Britain, but these changes are nut regard- 
ed as dangerous to the ntitiumil life. They 
are, in faet,necess;iry to its political health. 
"The centre of uatiuiitil gravity" is nut by 
any inetins lixed, and it may bo changed 
willi beiielit to tho wliolo country. There 
is at jireseiit ;i solid .Soutli and ti nearly 
solid North, but there tire indications that 
the .South may before long be far from 
solid and there are disintegrating forces 
it work which promise in a short time to 
iplit up the North. When the influences 
that are changing tho political complexion 
of many of the States have done their 
work "the centre of natioiitil gravity " will 
bo removed from its present position, cer- 
tainl}'. hut there are mtiiiy who believe 
lliat the reimblie will be bel ter a gretit 
deal, instead of worse, for the change. 
The self-L'overtiing coitiiittitnl ies which 
form tho United Stttles, litive not for a 
veiy long time worked mure harmonious- 
ly together than they do now. There is 
really no great sectional (juestion to keep 
them apart or to be a cause of disunion in 
the future. The South, since manufac 
tures were introduced into it, is becoming 
more and more like the North, and the 
community of feeling between the Etist 
and the West is strong. Xliere n 
not tne slightest .sign in any direc 
lion lli.at the buml of union i.' 
folt to be gtilliiig. The tulinission of these 
new States makes no cli.aiige whtituvur in 
tho general condition. In fact their 
transformation from Territories to 
States is looked upon as a matter of 

course — as SOlhetning tlmO »mai huva hap 

pened in a veiy short time. There are 

otiier Terril(u-ios wliicli must undergo the 
same tr.iiisforiipition before very long. 
Aiizoiiti, New Mexico and Utah will suf.ii 
be knocking at t)io doors of the Union fof 
admit ttince, and no dntiht ruotn will 
made for them tuu. There may lie sutiie 
little dillictilty tibotit tlie hist iiiiiiird tef- 
ritoi3', for |)olygamy is ;i stone of stiim- 
liliiig and a rock of oll'eiicu to veiy many. 
But the assimilating forces of the Unit 
ed States are veiy great, and we have no 
doubt that Utah, in spite of its peculitu 
institution, will be elevated to the tank of 
a State without doing any por-iianent 
injury to tho nation. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The Montreal Gazette, in an article on 
the Jesuits Bill, contrasts the fiery zctil 
for Protoatantiam that i.s now displayed 
by curt-iiii journals ami religioni.ils will 
their apiithy while tiie Ijill wtis in its jias- 
sage through Ibe <Juobec Legislature. It 
says that in a tiimiber of ils i.ism^s it en 
deavored In point out tho iitiiiidjiriety of 
such legislation, but it apparently ad- 
dressed an audience that was either deaf 
or indifferent. It says; 

Excepting the Huntington (lUaufi- wo 
are not aware that any newspaper in this 
or any other province in the Dominion 
interested Itaolf in the matter. The 
Protestant committee of the Council of 
1 'til.ilic insi fucliun silently nc(piiosced on 
securing its .si.xly Ihotisaiid dollars. 
There was a sliglit rtillli! as lo how to tip- 
ply the mono}', but Ihiit, wtis till. 'I'he 
I'rotostant members of the legislature did 
not take the trouble to divide the IIohho 
upon it; the loading spirits of Air. iMur- 
oier's Protestant following thought it a 
very I'easonablu meaatiro and not iiiif; 
word of (liHseiit was heard from anybody, 
elorical or otherwiHO. 'J'ho hill in its vari- 
ous stages appeared in the tolograpbic 
summaries of the newspajiors of tlio Do 
minion with no nioro omiiluisis than any 
bill to incorporate a I nidiiig comiiany. 

'Then agitation might have had Home ef - 



fect, for tho Catholics of Quebec wore by 
no metinn unanimous as to the justice or 
tho expodiciioy of the moaaure. Bat 
when the bill was allowed to pat» without 
even a division in the Assembly, and 
with no pretest from those most interest- 
ed in its passage, tho preaenb agitation 
agivinat tho Dominion 'Joverniuont for not 
disallowing it appears to bo ill-timed if it 
is not uiiconHtibutiunul. The use a com- 
mon oxprossion, tho agitators are "a day 
rkfter tho fair." .

THE EXTENSION. 

To TiiK EiiiTOBj — The moyor and alder- 
men probably know what they are about, 
Init is it lawful to extend the city limits 
without tho consent of tho residents or 
proiterty holders on tho extension If 
tho city authorities can by a bye-law ex- 
tend tho limits of tlio city, they can ox- 
tontl more ml in)iniliun — iiicludo tho 
whole poiiinsuln if thoy think prviier, 
which is an absurdity. 

Extending the city limits means taking 
possoasioii of the property and inhabitants; 
both become liable for tlie debts of the 
city. Now can tliey appropriate [)eo|)le 
and their properly just accin'diiig to their 
ctiprico? Uf course the creditors of the 
city would hnvo greater security; but do 
the inliiihit<ints of the extra liinita wish 
to become this security ? Surely the cor- 
poration cannot compel the residents 
without their consent in writing to be- 
come so. 

Whether the provincial govorumciu 
can give such a power to a corpurtitiun is 
another matter— probably extra ciiYS, but 
if they have, there is no retisou why a 
corporation should not he so extended so 
as to do awoy with the provincial govorn- 
munt altogether. The pair being only 
mimieipidities. Can a governmont givo 
power to any corportition compelling poo- 
(ile to bucume sli;irelicilders whether thoy 
wish to or not/ lo.N'oliAMfS. 

TRESPASS BILL. 

To THE EniTOK: 1 think tho farmers 
ot this country can st.and the trespass of 
sportsmen as well as the .American forni- 
ers. When the sporting season cornea in 
nearly all the crujis tiie harvested, with 
tho exception of swaini)y districts. K 
seems that every year tlie (loveniment 
attempts to pass laws that press the peo- 
ple down and make theni disloyal.

Je.aloiisy and grtted are 
onspiriiig to create a hnv that will en- 
able ijiie htniiaii beiiiLT to tell anutlier that 
the Creator made this H])ot of tho carlli's 
surface for mo and mine, and tho mtiii 
who steps tliereou to breathe, think, shoot 
or exist shall be lined and imprisoned.

liavu hooii placed at tiuiea at a suriuuv dis- 
advaatu^c, by allowing some body to 
choosR an unUesIi'able position, and talc 
iiig the chances of hearing rather than in- 
Misting u)ion n right wluch, properly bo- 
lunga to uvery stunograpiior, of being 
placed diroctly in front or beaido tho 
uitiu'.ss. Tho very boat position in tho 
room for iioaritig t ho witness is .something 
which every atciiograplior niaj' deinuud 
with the utiiio.st projiriet}', and unless it 
is strenui)U.sly inaistud upon, lie will be 
lucky if hu doaa not have cause to bitterly 
regret his uiistahe before tho oxamination 
is coucliidod. It is oxcecdiii^dy disagroe- 
ftblo to be coin|)clled to iiiterrupt an ox- 
liiiiination, even in an otlice. 

"Now, if there was ever a time wlieii a 
Rtenoj;ra|iher .should bo scon and not 
hoard, it is jusl suuli oucasions as 
those, and the surest way to guard 
against the necessity for such annoying in- 
terruption is to Bucuro at the outset, a 
position of close [iroxiiiiity to the witness. 
Jn all niy experieiue, I fail to recall an 
instance wlieru a witnesH, upon being 
asked to repeat, an answer tif any length, 
will give it word for word, as originally 
stated. What is tho consoquonce / lioro 
is a witness on the stand giving his dopo- 
sitioii. He is a party to tho case or a 
wilij(!ss whnse test inioiiy is of vital iiu- 
jioitain e to b.ith paitie.i. 'The altorneys 
ai'e watcliing eveiy l'"'k and uftiou, and 
hanging bioatiiiensly npnii every syllable 
that escapes his lijia. 'The sLeiingrupher, 
seated a few feel distant, depending solely 
upon his ears for catciiing the words, is so 
unlucky as to miss a word which is the 
keystone to the whole sentence, and is 
compelled to ask tu have it repeated. 
One (jf tho attonioys turns upon him witii 
a look of mingled vexation and sur- 
prise, and repeats llie answer for tlio 
witness. " lie didn't say that," is tho 
pioiiipt assertion of tho opposite counsel. 
" Yes, ho did," is the liot response; 
"Well, let the witness repeat it,und we'll 
see what be said." The witness procccdi 
to give ti«e answer in a very much niodi- 
liud form, which gives rise to anotlier 
wrangle, and the altorney l.s linally com- 
pelled to take the answer thus modihed, 
witli inwan.1 eursos upon the bead of tho 
luckless scribe who h:\n CHUsed all the 
trouble. Of course, this is not saying a 
word against the con))>etency of the sten- 
ographer. Ho may bo one of the best of 
his profession, but he has simply sutfered 
from nlluwiny himself to be placed in a 
position where he cannot hear tho vvitnos* 
as well a.s the attorneys theni.ielvoa. 

"I once had occasion to take an examin- 
ation of a defaulting bank teller, which 
occupied several days. The witness, a 
weak, siokly looking little chap, sat back 
ill a large rucking chair, groaning, sigh- 
ing, and mopjiiiig his eyes at intei vais willi 
a tine cambric handkercbiel. He was 
seated at the cud of a long tabic, eiich as 
is usually fouiiil in hiwyers' (jHices; there 
were seven or eight lyux-uyed attorneys 
huddled around him at either Bide, as 
close as they could get, drinking in every 
syllable witli both eyes aiid ears. A chair 
had kindly be@n provided for the sten- 
ognipher at tlio cxtremo farther end of the 
table, some ten or twelve feet from tlie 
witness. 'J'ho testimMU}- cnnsisted of a 
jierfect mass of liguies iiivnlving the daily 
traiisactiona of a large city l>ank, where 
tho mishearing ol ■,\ single figure 
would throw the whole balance out 
of lino. There were three alterna- 
tives either to accept the [)ositioii assigned 
me, and atrngglo tlirougli the examin- 
ation with ears strained to their utmost in 
a vain endeavor to catch the distant 
unirniur (jf the witness with a moral cer- 
tainty of losing the tail end of nearly 
every slatemeiit. or keep up a constant 
series of interruptions; or, lastly, insist 
upon my right to a position next the 
witness. 1 cliiHrse tin; hitter much to the 
disgust of a pompons old I'.u/.fvix, who had 
approjiriated the best, place at the taiile 
for hinis(;lf and his papers, and was veiy 
loth to give way lu ii coumion steno- 
grapher. Mo had Ins reward, however, 
in being allowed to conduct his examin- 
ation without constant interruptions from 
a distant .slKirtliand scribe, while the lat- 
ter enjoyed tho blessed ml:sfactinh cjf 
knowing that not a wor<l of the testimony 
had escaped him, but that it was "all 
there." 

"There are few people who have the 
slightest conception of the necessity for 
prdvidiiig proper aceonunodations for a 

steiio^'rapher. I renieuiber snme years 
ago lieinn called U|ron, in company with a 
jirofessional brother, t<i report a Rort of 
jubilee anniversary at one i>f our princi- 
pal city churches. We were met at the 
door by the boss of the choir, who placid- 
ly escorted us into tho singers' gallery at 
tho front end of the church, about a hun- 
dred feet or ho away from the pulpit, and 
upon our mildly remoost rating w ith liim. 
and eiiil.'avtirnig to explain to liiiii the ac- 
oustic dilbcoUies i u t lie w.'iy ot making a 
vcrhatiui re|MJii, at I hat iliatauce from the 
speakers, lie fissured us with tho utmost 
conlidonco that wo would have no trouble 
whatever on tliut score; that he had sat in 
that gallery for years at the regular Sun- 
day service, and never had the slightest 
dilliciilty in hearing every word of tho 
sermon. 

"Now the man was honest enough in 
li, statement. He had caught the drift, 
ol what had been said by the preacher, 
lo.d thouglit ho had heard every word, 
lie had had no oxporieiicu in veibatini 
reporting, vvlicre tho rustle of a silk 
dress, tho dropping of n prayer-book, or 
the faintest echo of a distant coiigh might 
change tho smmdof ".singing in para- 
dise " to tho vulgar exi)re.ssion of " sling- 
ing a pair o' dice," or tlio forvent prayer, 
"Do not pass us by, " into tho coinuioii 
and rather prosaic request of " Tommy, 
pass tho pie, "or many other equally irrel- 
evant exproKsioim which would hardly 
pass muster in a reli.doiis uneting."

Nothing in the .Act shall ])re- 
venl, any person from selling goods of any 
kind to any jiersim legally authorized to 
carry on the liusiness of ail apothecary or 
iniorfero with 'wholesale dealers in the 
sale of poisons.

THE MEDICAL ACT. 

To TIIK Euitor: — A writer in the Timer 
signing himself "Lex," in writing ui)oii 
the above subject appears to bo rather 
wide of the mtirk in implying that tln^ 
Provincial .Secretary isitesirous of virtually 
repealing an .-Xct, the passage of which re- 
llects great credit upon his administration. 

There is a Medical Council, who are 
elected to examine tho credentials and 
ipialifications of medical men intemling to 
practice in the province. When these 
geiil lenien a]iiiear before the board there 
is no (|iieslion as to whether they are 
hoiin i--))aths m- any other ])id.li.s; they are 
simply reiiuired to show that they are tho 
jiersoiis named in thu degrees and that 
thoy have a /jrni'd'c'a/ knowledge of the 
anatomy of tho human body, ofthe physi- 
ology, or law of healthy life, and that 
1 hey are .able to distinguish one disease 
fi'iun anolluu'. As these stihjectH are all 
rcipiired at any rei'ognized medical col- 
logM, it is not too much to ask that the 
gentlemen who may hold tho issue of life 
or death in their hands, should satisfy tho 
Provincial Board of their knowledge in 
these matters. 

So far as tho materia rnedicu and the 
jmiclirr-tii medicine are concerned, a rule of 
tho Council provides that in the case of a 
hoinoopathic or other tmrecogiiized school 
these oxaniinations shall either ho waived 
or conducted by a jiractitioner of the same 
school as the candidate. The Act in its 
present administration is not a prutoction 
for tho doctors, but rather a siifeguard for 
the iniblic, ami it is worthy of note that 
during the iiast ytiarDr. (Irillin, now in 
the peiiiliuil iary, and another modical (/) 
man who was considered worthy of a vign- 
ette in tho J'lilice (jo-ellf, would now be 
praalising in our families, if the pmposed 
ainondmout was carried.

PUBUC ACCOUNTS. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved, seconded by 
Hun, Mr. Robson, that the public ac- 
counts presented on the 5th instant, bo 
refeired to tho select standing cimimittee 
on public nccounts. 

Mr. L'luaven said that the rosolutiou was 
a very peculiar one. If it passed, tho 
public accounts up to the liOth Juno could 
only be examined by the committee. The 
usual motion was that the public acoouiits 
to date be examined. Ho was sure that 
it was not the intention of the lion, meiii- 
bera to limit tho oxaminatimi of the pub- 
lic accounts as they had never be- 
fore been limited since Ctmfeder- 
ation. It was strange that tho pub- 
lic accounts up till December 
31st had not yet been laid before the 
House, The hon. member for Oassiar 
had asked that certain easily obtained ro- 
turiis be brouglit down. Ills re(|uest had 
not yet been complied with. llo was not 
aware why it litid not. He thought 
that the House would atjree with 
him that it was a necessity that 
tho public acciuints to data should bo 
placed in the hands of the coniniittoo. 
He moved, seconded by Mr. Bole, that 
the words " presented on the5thinst." 
be struck out, and tho words "up to date" 
be inserted. 

lion. Mr. Turner said that theGov- 
ernment had no objection to the commit- 
tee examining all tho accounts. Owing 
to the press of public work in the print- 
ing ollice, it had been impoasible to have 
the public accounts printed. 'When thoy 
were printed they would be in tar more 
cunvenient form for tho committee to 
deal with than in manuscript. In IHHh, 
tlie public accounts were presented as 
usual, but no motion was made at tho 
lime. Not until the lUth of February, 
w hen Mr. lieaveii moved to refer to tho 
committee, not the accounts up to date, 
but the accounts up to December 
.'list. The latter lialf of the year's 
accounts were never in satisfactory' 
form for examination, Tho expenditures 
must of necessity be very huj^e, while 
tliore could bo very litlle revenue ciuning 
in, toappearontheotherside. Seventy-five 
per cent, of the taxes were never paid 
until the last six months of the time al- 
lowed. Tho majority of tho taxpayers 
generally waited until tho last month. 
Me had not the slightest objection to pre- 
senting the accounts up to date, but they 
were in very inconvenient form, not being 
printed as yet. 

Mr. Bole said that the committee did 
not want to take the accounts from tho 
hands -of the printers. He thought it 
woulil fticilitate the public business if the 
committee had tho right to examine the 
boi.ks in tho departments up to date. Ho 
referred to the pressure of husinesa in 
the printing office, and suggested that 
the staff of printers be increased to meet 
the growing volume of work. 

Hon. Mr. R<d)son remarked that as tho 
honorabli' lin.ance minister had pointed 
out the must business-like method of pro- 
cedure w,-is to wait until the |)ublic tic- 
counts were printed before placing them 
in the hands of the committee. He did 
not see why the House should bo asked to 
dojiart from tho rules that had hjon fol- 
lowed in tho past and present tho public 
accounts in manuscript. The accounts 
were now in manuscript, and wore in tho 
hands of the printers. He thought it 
would not be at idl business-like to take 
tho accounts from them and hand them in 
manuscript to the committee. The re- 
quest seemed to him to be a very childish 
one. Tho public accounts were in such a 
condition now that the Government 
should be anxious as well as willing to let 
the House and country sec them at tho 
earliest possible date. They spuko well 
for the country, well for tho House, and 
well for the Governnieut. 

Mr. Grant said that the House should 
give the government credit for always be- 
ing ready with an excuse when anything 
was asked for. The public accounts coni- 
mittee c<iiild make their examinution, by 
ijidnL; over the books, without disturbing 
the ininli-is in tbiur work. lit! was of 
the npiuii.u that there was no reason why 
the acciuints to dale should Hot bo laid 
before tho committee. If there was any- 
thing wrong with the books, he had no 
doubt it could be easily explained. He 
did not think there could bo any harm in 
following the same ])ractice that had been 
followed in the past, of alhiwiiig the 
tinancc committee to inspect the books in 
the dojjartments. 

Hun. Mr. Dunsmuir said that calling 
for the accounts up to date was only a 
"fad" of the opposition's. They knew 
well that no true sttitenient could be pre- 
pared when the returns were not till in. 
It would do no good for the liimnco com- 
initteo to wivsto their time in examining 
accounts that could not yet ho coinploto. 
He tvas quite surprised that these ac- 
counts had been asked for. It was merely 
a ' 'fad" of tho opposition. 

Hon, Mr. Ilobson einiuired if tho mov- 
ers of the aiiieiidmeiit wished llio public 
accounts iiji to the .'list of Decemlior lobe 
]ilaced in llieir hands in manuscript, or 
did they want the right to ex- 
amine tho books in the treasury dopart- 
mont. If the latter was required he 
t liought that the finance committee had 
the right without any resolution of the 
House. 

i\lr. Beaveii replied that the committee 
wi.^thed the right to examine the books in 
the department or have the books brought 
before them. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that if the com- 
mittee did not wish to withdraw tho ac- 
counts from the hands of the printers, no 
one had any objection to gratifying their 
wish to inaku as full an uxaminatimi as 
they desired. 

The resolution as amended was passed. 

rllAR.MAl ^ ACT. 

Mr. T. Diivio asked leave to introduce a 
bill entitled "An Act Respecting Phar- 
macy." 

Leave granted. Bill read first time. 
Second reading Thursday. 

QUKSTIONS. 

Mr. Heaven asked the lion, the chief 
commissioner of lands and works the fol- 
lowing ijuestions : 

What acreage of land has been applied 
for under section .'50 of tho "Land Act, 
1881," (sale of unsurveyed lands) and sec. 
.0',) (sale of jiastoral land), from 18bh 
February, 1884, to date ? 

Was the ten ])er cent, cash deposit 
made in each case at tho dale of tho ii])- 
plication, and what disposition was made 
at the time, and subsequently, of the 
money so rucoived by the Lands and 
Works Department '/ 

What acreage of land has the survey 
been accepted for, and tho remaining 
ninety per cent, in cash received, under 
sections lit) and oil, during the above- 
mentioned i)oriod, and what is tho maxi- 
mum and minimum acreage granted to 
any one indivitual or corporation 

How much money has been forfeited to 
the orown under aeotions 30 and 69 of the 
"Land Act, 1884," since the I8th Febru- 
nry, 1884. 

What acreage of land has been granled 
by tlie uruwa, and how luucli revenue 



paid into the Treasury, under section 10, 
50 Vic, chap. 17, "An Act to amend the 
'Land Act, 1884?'" 

Answer:— (1) Under section 30, 80,999 
acres; under section 59, 178,239 acres. 
(2) The deposit was made at the time of 
the opplicntion, vrith two exceptions. 
Tho monies so received have boon duly 
paid into tho treasury. (3) Tho survey 
has been acce[)tod for, and the balance of 
the purchase nioiioy paid upon 14;i,3(51 
acres. The niaxiiuuni area granted iiiono 
lot is G85 acres, and the minimum i ivcre. 
(4) $1716.50. (5) Tho section of tfie act 
referred to relates only to lands which are 
chiefly valuable for timber, and as there 
was no distinction made between timber 
and agricultural hinds jjrior to tho date of 
that Act, no distinctive grants have boon 
made under tluit iiectiun. 

(Note) The abovo areas do not include 
lands apjilied for or graiitud under Eagle 
I'ass Land Warrants. 

Mv. Semlin asked tho hon. the chief 
commissioner of lands and works: 

Has a road been constructed at Salmon 
Arm in accordance with the wishes of tho 
settlers as exiiressod by their petition 'I 
If not so constructed, will the Govorn- 
moiit bo prejjared to have the work gone 
on with at an early date V 

Answer — No road has yet been con- 
structed ui the locality referred to. The 
report submitted by the road superintend- 
ent shows that a larger auni than is avtiil- 
able at llie pi'eseiit time would bereipiired 
for its construction. I am not prepared to 
say when tho work will be gone on with. 

KKTURN. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon presented a return 
of all correspondence relative to the ar- 
tesian well boring experiments. 

SUMMARY I'ltOOBDUKE ACT. 

Mr. Beaven moved four amendments 

to Bill No. It (An Act reajjecting Sum- 
mary Proceduro before .lustiees of the 
Peace)on report. His ainendmeuts were, 
to add tho words, " or by any other jjer- 
sou " after the word "attorney," in line 
4 of suction 3.3, also in line 3 of section 
.'ifi. Also to strike out the words " al 
hard labor " in tho schedules wherever 
they occtired. 

Mr. T. D.ivie opposed tho amendment. 
In cities and towns he thought it was de- 
cidedly objectionable to allow non-profes- 
sioiml men to appear in the jiolice and 
county courts. It was decidedly wnnig, 
he thought, to allow non-professional nioii 
to usur]) the work of the professional men, 
when they could be employed. Tho pub- 
lic had no .safeguard against malfeasance 
by niui-professioii;ils, wdiorens if a regular 
practitioner could bo bnmght up Bumniai- 
ily in easi! of anything wrong. Ho moved 
in imiendmeiit to Mr. Beaveii's re8uluti<m 
to add the words "in any place not being 
a city or town," after tho words "or any 
other person." 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys strongly opposed 
the tiinondment offered by Mr. Davia. 

Mr. A lion suppm-ted the amendment, 
as (lid Mr. Fry, the hon. attorney-general 
and the hon. provincial secretary. 

Mr. Semlin and .Mr. Boavon supported 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys. 

Mr. Davie's amendment to tho resolu- 
tion WBB carried by a vote of 15 to 6. 

Tho resolution, as amended, was ad- 
a[ited. 

In speaking to the amendment to strike 
out tho words "At hard labor," Hon. Mr. 
Huinpihroys at considerable length con- 
tended that tho legislat icni which ho pro- 
posed to amend was a disgrace to the pro- 
vince and to humanity. 

Col. Baker and tho hon. attorney-gen- 
eral defemled the utility and necessity of 
tho clauses wiiich it was [)ropo.sod tu strike 
luit. The clause was to be found in the 
statute books of nearly every Enolish 
sjieaking coiiiiiimiity in the wm-ld. 

Mr. Bole was in favor of retaining the 
clause enabling justicea of the peace in 
certain cases to impose hard labor. If tho 
justices were not competent to properly 
apply the law, he thought ca[)able men 
should be placed in their jiositioiia. He 
anticipated no dilhculty in the proper ad- 
ministration of tho law. .-Vbundant op- 
portunity for appeal from tho convictions 
of magistrates had been provided. 
The resolution was defeated on a vote 

of 12 to y. 

"Nine afraid of li.ard laboi-," facotiiuisly 
remarked tho hon. president of tho coun- 
cil. 

The report was on motion adopted. 

WKST.MINSTKK SOUTHKKN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Uolc asked leave to introduce a 
bill to iimend the Now Westminster 
Southern Railway Act. 

Leave granted. Bill read a first timo 
and referred tu the select committee on 
railways. 

I'l'lU.K: SLHOol, KILL. 

The Bouse went into committee upon 
the Public School Bill, with Mr. Mason 
in the chair. 

In committee, the (piestion of the daily 
marking system came itj) and was the sub- 
ject of a lengthy discussion. 

The boll, provincial secretary dwelt 
ujion the necessity of tho maintenance of 
the system, in the interests of education 
in the province. Of the twenty-one 
tetichers in Vict(U'ia ho ventured to say 
not luie but would acknowdedgo the heiie- 
lita to be derived from daily marking. 
This, he said, spoke well for the teachers 
of the city, who were willing to ttiko upon 
thomaolvea the little additional work 
which it was urged daily marking en- 
tailed, in order to advance the educa- 
tional interests of the province. 

Mr. Semlin argued at length that daily 
marking was a failure and reiterated that 
tho Imn. provincial secretary had said 
that not out: teacher in N'ictoria would 
venture to pnuiounce daily marking a 
failure, despite the fact that the hon. 
linivincial secretary was several times 
compelled to inform him that ho never 
made such a statement. In regard 
to the statement made by tho 
htm. ])rovincial secretary that all 
the teachers of Victoria endorsed
